DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 22 December 2008 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 6, and 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Waknine and Vokel are the most pertinent prior art references. 

The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 22 December 2008 is sufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claim 1 based upon the Waknine reference. The declaration generally 
demonstrates that a material prepared according to the Waknine process is not a "wax-like" 
material, as defined in the instant specification. Applicant may be their own lexicographer, and 
where an explicit definition is provided by the applicant for a term, that definition will control 
interpretation of the term as it is used in the claim. See MPEP 21 1 1.01 (IV). "Wax-like 
material" is defined in the instant specification at page 2, lines 4-13. Although Waknine was 
asserted to provide a similar composition (6/27/08 Final Rejection at 2), Applicants successfully 
rebutted with evidence the Examiner's position that the Waknine material is "wax-like."

A rejection over Vokel (US 6,057,383) was also set forth previously. Evidence rebutting 
the Vokel reference was presented on 19 October 2006 in a declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 132. 
The declaration demonstrated that the Vokel reference does not provide the claimed flexural 
strength and flexural modulus. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
